Rus- 
aia most certainly will henceforth be pre- 
pared to take advantage of any Polish 
disaffection to intervene, either to replace 
Germany as the protector of Poland or 
elee to complete the work of Polish Wb- 
eration by freeing the Prussian Poles and 
rounding out the Polish kingdom by eadd- 
ing to it the 2,000,000 of Germans in the 
east, who ate an island in the sea of 
Polish Slavs and a barrier bet ween Poland 
and her natural expansion to the sea.
